This year Marysville High 
School had the opportunity and 
privilege to host three foreign 
exchange students Saho 
Horiguchi, Seth Ryding and 
Zoriy Elterman. 

Saho is a sophomore from 
Yokohama, Japan. She spent 
the year with Roger and Linda 
Bundy and their two sons.
